Student  scores  Honor  system  procedure 
in  open  letter  to  editor,  student  body 

Dear  Editor, 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  BYU  student  body  is  being  misrepre- 
sented by  our  student  and  faculty  administrators.  I am  referring  to 
the  handling  of  the  Honor  System.  Last  Spring  after  much  discussion 
about  our  problem  of  dishonesty  the  administrators  went  ahead  on 
their  own  in  formulating  an  Honor  System. 

This  consisted  of  two  parts:  the  Code  and  the  Procedure  and  was 
drawn  up  without  much  thought  about  other  means  of  solving  our 
problems.  The  two  parts  were  published  in  the  Universe  two  weeks 
before  voting  as  required  in  the  constitution.  The  Code,  in  a final 
analysis,  merely  said:  “«we  believe  in  being  honest  at  the  Y.”  Only 
one  day  before  voting,  however,  the  Code  was  changed  to  include  pro- 
vision for  an  Honor  Council  with  no  explanation  as  to  the  Council’s 
job  or  powers. 

The  Code  which  was  voted  on  could  be  declared  unconstitutional 
on  that  grounds.  In  the  religion  classes  where  the  voting  took  place 
it  was  profoundly  pointed  out  that  students  were  voting  ONLY  FOR 
THE  CODE  and  not  the  PROCEDURE.  About  75  per  cent  of  the  stud- 
ents voted  for  the  Code  and  state  newspapers  announced  that  the 
Honor  System  (including  the  Procedure)  had  been  acrepted  at  BYU. 
Our  administrators  then  explained  that  we  had  voted  for  the  Code 
TOGETHER  WITH  ITS  IMPLICATIONS  and  that  the  Code  implied  the 
Procedure.  Did  25  per  cent  of  the  students  vote  against  being  honest 
or  did  they  "smell  a rat?” 

I am  not  convinced  that  students  knew  what  they  were  voting  on 
or  that  they  wanted  the  entire  System  without  any  further  discussion 
or  voting  on  their  part.  I doubt  that  those  chosen  as  members  of 
the  Council  understand  their  powers  except  as  they  are  tutored  by 
the  administrators  who  interpret  the  "implications." 

If  this  is  the  way  that  our  school  is  to  be  run  then  let’s  make  that 
plain  and  quit  making  a farce  of  democratic  process.  I am  not  con- 
vinced that  we  can  show  our  unique  moral  standards  to  the  world  by 
adopting  a system  drawn  up  from  the  systems  used  in  30  leading 
universities. 

This  could  just  as  easily  be  taken  as  a confession  on  our  part 
that  we  don’t  have  any  more  REAL  honor  than  other  universities  after 
all.  Other  schools  started  such  programs  in  order  to  be  "practical" 
about  their  moral  problems.  This  type  of  practicality  has  no  place 
in  Christian  methods  of  advancement. 

The  Procedure  is  based  mainly  on  a psychological  duress  or  the 
principle  of  force.  Students  will  not  cheat  because  they  will  be  afraid 
of  being  caught  or  because  it  will  be  made  impossible  for  them  to 
cheat.  In  dealing  with  major  crimes  such  procedure  is  necessary  but 
students  have  not  been  hurt  so  badly  by  others’  dishonesty  that  we 
need  to  militarize  our  entire  campus  life. 

The  Procedure  states  that  temptations  should  be  removed  as 
nearly  as  possible.  Again  I question  the  principle  behind  such  a plan;

Deans’  Council  gives

Registration  dates  for  this  coming 
winter  quarter  have  been  set  back 
one  day,  according  to  word  received 
yesterday  from  President  Jensen’s 
office.  The  opening  date  of  regist- 
ration will  fall  on  Jan.  3. 

Final  word  came  from  President 
Jensen  who  announced  that  the 
Deans’  Council  had  passed  the 
change  following  the  approval  of 
the  measure  by  the  faculty. 

Aimed  mainly  at  aiding  the 
school's  large  percentage  of  out-of 
-state  students,  the  change  was  re- 
ceived with  considerable  enthusiasm 
in  virtually  ever  quarter  of  the 
campus.

However  it  is  realized  that  there  is  a great  amount  of 
agitation  on  the  campus  concerning  the  Honor  code.  These 
problems  should  be  cleared  up,  once  and  for  all,  so  that  the 
entire  program  can  progress.  The  UNIVERSE  will  print  any 
tangible  comment,  by  either  faculty  or  student,  that  will  help 
clarify  the  Honor  System. 

Questions  arising  as  to  the  validity  of  the  Code,  whether 
it  will  work  or  how  successful  it  now  is  should  be  of  utmost 
importance  to  every  student.

Cafeteria  stretches  funds*  keeps  ’em 
smiling  in  spite  of  chronic  gripers

Whether  you  call  it  the  “mess  hall”,  “chow  hall”,  or 
“ptomaine  tavern”,  the  Wymount  Cafeteria  is  big  business. 
It  serves  about  1700  meals  a day  to  550  students  and  employees. 


The  cafeteria,  entering  it’s  third  year  after  being  con- 
verted from  the  Army,  is  being  managed  by  Miss  Hannah  Call. 
Upon  being  interviewed,  Miss  Call  said  that  the  dining  hall  will 


seat  about  350  people  and  that  it 
employs  ten  women  full  time  to 
prepare  the  food  for  the  hungry 
students.  Part  of  these  women  are 
found  working  from  5:30  a.m.  until 
7:30  each  evening.  The  “mess  hall” 
also  supplies  part-time  jobs  for  34 
BYU  students. 

If  we  were  to  take  a tour  through 
the  kitchen,  we  would  find  five 
large  “walk-in”  refrigerators,  one 
large  rotating  stove,  and  one  large 
box  stove.  With  these  are  found 
the  grills,  toasters,  mixers,  meat 
blocks,  and  numerous  other  imple- 
ments needed  in  a kitchen  this 
size. 

The  famished  Cougars  devour  200 
loaves  of  bread  a day,  450  pounds 
of  spuds  (not  Idaho),  and  con- 
sume 100  gallons  of  milk  a day. 
There  are  100  pounds  of  butter  used 
per  week,  and  30  gallons  of  ice 
cream  are  used  each  time  the  del- 
icious dessert  is  served.  If  the  wein- 
ers  used  in  one  serving  were  linked 
end  on  end,  there  would  be  more 
than  enough  to  stretch  from  one 
goal  post  to  the  other  on  BYU’s 
gridiron. 

When  presented  with  the  questiorf* 
of  how  much  silverware  the  “chow 
hall”  uses,  Miss  Call  replied,  “Do 


you  mean  what  we  had  when  we 
started  or  what  we  have  now?” 
Few  are  ignorant  of  the  fact  that 
the  cafeteria  is  definitely  missing 
some  of  it’s  eating  utensils. 

Despite  the  griping  and  discon- 
tent that  is  sometimes  found,  we 
know  for  a 'fact  that  students  at 
Wyoming  and  the  Colorado  School 
of  Mines  pay  $40  per  month  as 
compared  to  our  $33.  The  only 
thing  they  have  that  is  lacking  at 
the  BYU,  is  tea  and  coffee.  Cheer 
up  students.  College  life  is  only  for 
four  years.  And  then  we  can  stand 
in  the  “bread  line”  for  free.
